atus, etc., is placed at $220,000. The 
average monthly wages paid are as 
follows:

The total en­ 
rollment for the year was 3,311, 263 
of this number being in 
the 
high 
school. 
The average monthly attendance on 
the monthly enrollment was 2,806 and 
the average daily attendance on the 
monthly enrollment was 2,479.

per cent of the daily attendance on 
the total enrollment was 75 in the 
elementary and 80 in the high school 
The daily per cent on the monthly en­ 
rollment was 88 for the elementary 
and 87 for the high school.
